THE REV. DR. HUNT HAS RESIGNED 


The Venerable Pastor of the First 


Presbyterian Church 


ANNOUNCES 
HIS 
RETIREMENT 


After Almost Forty-five Years Continuous 


Service—The Document He Read 


Sunday Morning. 


Rev. William E. Hunt, for almost 


45 years pastor of the First Presbyter- 
ian church of Coshoctori, tendered his 
resignation to the congregation at 
the Sunday morning service. 
A con- 


gregational meeting has been called 
for-Wednesday evening, April 3, for 
the purpose of taking action on the 
reverend gentleman's request.' 


For several weeks members of the 


church have known that the relations 
between Re?. Dr. Hunt and the ses- 
sion were not of the most cordial na- 
ture, and 
gome 
persons 
when 


the 
congregation assembled 
Sun- 


day believed he 
would make an 


important announcment at that set- 
vice. Consequently the principal ac- 
tors in the drama that has caused so 
much discussion among the member 
of the society were observed with no 
little curiosity as one by one they en- 
tered and took their seats. 


The reading of the first lesson was a 


benediction, and the prayer that fol- 
owed was eloquent, the venerable pas- 
tor pleading earnestly for his people. 
"The sermon contained an inference 
of the opposition to the pastor, but 
the impressive moment came when 
Rev. Dr. Hunt announced that he 
had a statement to make. Taking up 
a roll of manuscript and without a 
tremor in his voice he read: 


"The following statement is respec 


fully 
submitted to this congrega- 


tion: 


"Some 12 days ago an elder left at 


my house a message to the effect that 
the church session would meet in the 
lecture room at a certain hour the 
next day and desired me to be pres- 
ent without any intimation as to the 
object of the" meeting. 
I was 


not informed that 
the lines had 


been dressed up and the plan of at- 
tack 
determined at 
a meeting 


without 
my 
presence the 
day 


before. 
The 
meeting 
coming 


to order 1 was gravely ^informed 
that the gentlemen 'present were all 
my very, very dear friends, that they 
had no personal grievances or com- 
plaints, although one thought I did 
not read the notices sometimes given 
loudly enough; another had been 
pained to see at times the front pews 
so ;peorly occupied: another was sad- 
dened to meet some of our people on 
the way to other cbur::hes; another 
thought we ought to raise the min- 
ister's salary with less strain (though 
the people during the year just closed 
without anyone going around and 
making 
personal solicitation, had 


brought to the treasurer more than 
the amount required and the salary 
was not a dollar in arrears.) But they 
were all grieved, deeply grieved at the 
great amount of dissatisfaction with 
the minister. Of course nothing was 
to be said of dissatisfaction with 
other 
offices or 
members of 
the 


Church or of plans or methods of work 
in the church. The gentlemen closed 
by 
saying they 
were' sorry 
to 


say it but they would like to have the 
pastor's resignation. And in this re- 
quest they said the other officials for 
the most part, not all it turned 
out, joined. 


"Thev strange position in which 


these gentlemen had put themselves 
didn't seem 
to have occurred to 


them. Suppose the town council and 
the marshall and the police depart- 
ment should ask the mayor to appear 
before them, and tell him that many 
people didn't like him, and the taxes 
were becoming hard to raise and ask 
his resignation. 
He might answer 


them, 'Well gentlemen, we are all fel- 
low servants of the people. 
I will 


submit at the appointed time to their 
will. I did not get my office from you 
and I cannot surrender it to you.9 
It 


is more likely, however, that a differ- 
ent and somewhat indignant answer 
would be given. The minister quiet- 
ly declined with his present light to 
comply with the request. 


"It Is not denied that, on the theerjr 


of our church government the tension 
i* an advisory body, but advice may 
be refuted and It is very likely to be 
when cot- *«ked but obtended. From 
ttte very inception of this movement, 
some lay three yean ago, the pastor

cerview spoken of above, but was not 
.favorably received. .The pastor with 
the 
hope 
of 
quieting 
un- 


seemly agitations suggested that while 
be could not with information he had 
from other sources accept .these views 
and impressions of the condition of 
the church, he would be glad to have 
light, and he thought this could be 
had in a wav to avoid in large meas- 
ure any rasping of anyone's feelings. 
I said prepare a letter, addressed to 
me, couched in courtoeus terms-refer- 
ring to my long and faithful service, 
inquiring whether it might not be 
best for myself and for the church 
to have the relation quietly and pleas- 
antly terminated. 


"I heard nothing more of the mat- 


ter for a day or two, and then a friend 
informed me that a paper was being 
circulated chiefly among notorious in- 
surgents and having at its head the 
names of all the dear friends who had 
previously made demands of me. The 
paper was not-left where it might be 
conveniently accessible 
and signed 


voluntarily. It was for ten days dili 
gently carried around by those who 
had already taken sides against me 
some of them years back. I do not 
know fully what representations were 
made to secure my resignation, but it 
must occur to anyone that whatever 
pleas might be made would all be on 
the one side. 
If that paper was the 


letter I had suggested I, supposed it 
would be brought to me, possibly by 
the postman.. In that case I should 
have opened the letter with thp ex- 
pectation of finding signed to it the 
names of some very good people, even 
warm, personal friends who thought 
they might be doing me a real kind- 
ness and possibly promoting the wel- 
fare of the church. 
But no letter 


came. 


"Last Wednesday evening after 


prayer meeting I was called to a cor- 
ner of the room where four members 
of the session were gathered,and with 
some flourish a little roll was prod need 
and I was told I might look over*it 
there and then hand It back. I said 
'Why. gentlemen, if this is as I sup- 
pose a letter to me I do not see how 
you can make such arequest. I want to 
look over the signature's and not only 
count but weigh them and carefully 
consider what reply I shall make"The 
order to examine andreturn at once, 
was repeated. The paper, unopened, 
was tossed back to the gentleman pre- 
senting it. I have not at this writing 
seen a word or letter of it. I was told 
there were in all 97 names oh the pa- 
per, whether any without warrant I 
do not know. Bather a formidable 
ist. But now take off of this list a 
few only of those misunderstanding 
.he effect of their signing it as the pa- 
per has teen actually used, and take 
off .the names and those of their con- 
nections who have over and'over 
again protested they had no feeling in 
his matter but were forced to take 
their 
position, and 
you . can get 


i better idea of the situation. 
But 


et the list.stand in its full propor- 
tions. Count it an even hundred. 
The total membership of our church 
s at least 240, to say nothing of sup- 
porters who are not communicants 
but are entitled to some respect as to 
their wishes in regard to a pastor 
under the rules of our church. 
It 


wo.uld seem that in this republican 
country and especially under 
our 


Presbyterian system the wishes and, 
plans and even the preferences of the 
majority rather than the minority 
should preveil. 


'"But sometimes in the mysterious 


providence of God things are not for 
a time what it would seem they ought 
to be. 
Evvfa truth may once in a 


while be crushed to earth. A few per- 
nicious and persistent people can do 
no end of evil, especially if counten- 
anced by those from whom better 
.hings might be expected. 


"It is not pleasant for me to con- 


.emplate a church to which I have 
given the best of my life, a church in 
which I have superintended the ac- 
quisition of every foot of ground and 
all the 
buildings 
and appliances 


making 
its present fine property 


to say nothing of the more distinctly 
spiritual work, taking on such aspects 
as has this one 
recently. 
Al- 


though having a vigor hardly to be 
expected at my age, and 
having 


worried if not worked in this field for 
45 years I am not, I fear, able to stand 
amid distractions and oppositions, 
such as have harried and nagged me 
for tome time past, and to live in har- 
mony with an element tbat baa come 
to the front. I dread the thought of 
being without counsel and caretof tbose 
who have remained my frienda. 
Bat

officers and members of the church 
and myself have been to strained, and 
I have so far lost confidence in their 
wisdom, truth, courage and manly 
honor, If not their Christian charac- 
ter, that it would not seem possible 
to work with and for them pleasantly 
and with hope of success. 


"I therefore, here and now, tenaer 


my resignation to the congregation, 
and will, on the grounds I have stat- 
ed, ask the presbytery\at its next 
meeting, April 15, to dissolve the pas- 
toral relation. This notice being giv- 
en it becomes the duty of the session 
to call a congregational meeting to 
consider and take action on the whole 
business." 


The minister ceased reading and the 


church was quiet. Then a paper was 
handed to him and he read a call from 
the session, signed by J. R. Johnson, 
clerk, for the congregational meeting 
asked by Rev. Dr. Hunt.

DEPOT MAIL BOX 


Now in 
Successful Operation 


Handle Station. 


at the Pan 


COShOCTON POSTpFFICE, ) 


March 22,1901 


I have perfected arrangements for a 


depot mail box from which Pan Han- 
dle postal clerks will make collections 
This service is now in operation. The 
purpose is to accommodate persons 
who have important mail which they 
cannot get ready in time to be dis- 
patched throuerh the postofflce. The 
service from the depot box will be of- 
erative both dav and night. 


In order to secure this extraordin- 


ary service I assured the department 
officials that the privileges of the 
depot box would not be imposed upon 
by people mailing there unnecessarily 
large amounts of matter, but that the 
people of Coshocton could be depend- 
ed on to use the depot box only in canes 
of emergency, i. e., when they have let- 
ters which they cannot get ready in 
time to be dispatched through the 
postoffice and quick dispatch is im- 
portant. I trust the people of Co- 
shocton will sustain my assurance in 
this respect, for if this extraordinary 
service were to be imposed upon by 
the people mailing there unnecessarily 
large amounts of matter there is dan- 
ger tbat the depot box might be 
abolished by the department, as it 
would demoralize the railway mail 
service to receive large amounts of 
unfaced, uncanceled, unworked mat- 
ter.

the death of Miss Fosburgh was 
caused by poison received in. a letter 
through the mails.

In the last encounter at Narva Gate 


100 workmen are reported to have 
been killed or wounded by Cossacks. 


Kapovitch, the assassin of M. Bogo- 


liepoff, Russian minister of public in- 
struction, has been sentenced to hard 
labor for life. - He will be imprisoned 
in the Schluesselburg fortress, on an 
island in the Neva. 


Flaming Oil In a Village. 


New York, March 25. — A river of 


flaming oil swept down upon the little 
village of Glen Gardner, N. J., while 
its inhabitants were asleep, and re- 
duced 11 buildings, stores and resi- 
dences: to ashes. The village is in a 
valley along the line of the Jersey Cen- 
tral railroad. An Immense freight 
train coming east was .composed of a 
string of coal cars and 18 tank cars. 
High above the village the tracks of 
the railroad run along the side of a 
mountain. A few miles west of the 
village, while coming down the incline 
around the mountain, the train.parted, 
and the sections came in collision at 
the base." The crash caused the tank 
cars to explode, and the burning fluid 
flowed down the main street, setting 
fire to everything it touched. The to- 
tal loss will reach $65,000. 


Turf Congress. 


Louisville, March 25.—Hiram J. 


Scoggan, president of the Horsemen's 
Protective association, received a tele- 
gram from S. T. Fowler, the Turf Con- 
gress man at Cincinnati, in which Mr. 
Fowler stated that the members of the 
Turf Congress would meet shortly 
in Cincinnati "to consider any sugges- 
tions within reason that might be of- 
fered by the Horsemen's Protective 
association." 
The horsemen are in 


favor of annulling two or three rules, 
and in his telegram Mr. Fowler inti- 
mated that the horseowners would get 
all they asked from the Turf Congress. 


Due to a Fall. 


Lexington, Ky., March 25. — W. P, 


Evans, a rolling mill proprietor o£ Ver- 
sailles, 'Ky., was found stretched on 
the floor of his room at the Palace 
hotel, dead. His nose was broken. The 
coroner pronounced the injuries due 
to a fall. Evans was aged 60, and 
came from Wales in 1885. He was 
wealthy and was reputed to be con- 
nected to a titled family. He leaves 
no relatives. Alcoholic poisoning is 
ascribed as the cause of the death. 


Another Snowfall. 


Vienna, March 25.—Austria is ex- 


periencing another heavy snowfall, the 
third of the season. In some places 
it has been snowing for 36 hours, with 
serious interruption to railway com- 
munication. Several rivers in Bone- 


• mia have overflowed and flooded the 
villages, and further floods are feared 
from the heavy snow on mountains.

Tivalists—Jonathan Edwards John Wes- 
ley, George WhitBold, Fletcher. Gnffin, 
Davies. Osboine, Kuapp. ^Nettleton, Moo- 
dy and many others whose names come 
to my mind The strength of their intel- 
lect and tho holiness of their lives make 
me think they would not have had any- 
thing to do with that which was ephem- 
eral. Oh, it is easy to talk against re- 
vivals'

Belief in Revivals. 


In other words, I believe in revivals. 
The great work of saving men began 
with 3,000 people joining the church in 
one day, and it will close with forty or a 
hundred million people saved in 24 hours 
when nations shall be born in a day. 
But there are objections to revivals. 
-People are opposed to them because the 
net might get broken, and if by the pres- 
sure of souls it does not get broken, then 
they take their own penknives and slit 
the net.

It is aometimes opposed,to revivals of 
religion that those who come into the 
church at such times do not hold out. As 
long as there is a gale of blessing they 
have their sails np. But as soon as 
atrong winds stop blowing then they 
drop into a dead calm. But what are the 
tacts in the case?. In all our churches 
the vast majority of the useful people are 
those who are brought in under great 
•wakenings, and they hold out 
Who 


•re the prominent men in the United 
States in churches, in prayer meetings, in 
Sabbath schools? 
For the most part 
they are the product of great awaken- 
ings. 


I bav* noticed that those who are 


brought into the kingdom of God through 
revivals have more persistence and more 
^determination in the Christian life than 
those who come in under a low state of 
religion. People bom in an icehouse may 


ed. "Well." snid Mr. Dawson, "the reason 
is you go on the top of yonr neighbor's 
house and look flown, bis chimney to ex- 
amine his fire, and of course you get only 
smoke in your eyes. Why don't you come 
In the door and sit down and warm?" 


Sin Afcnlnvt Holy Gbnit. 


Oh, I am. afraid to say anything against 


revivals of religion or against anything 
that looks lik» them, because I think it 
may be a ain against the Holy Ghost, and 
you know the Bible says that a sin 
against the Holy Ghost shall never be 
forgiven, neither in this world nor the 
wolld to come. Now, if you ate a painter 
and I speak against your pictures do I 
not speak against you? If you are an 
architect, and I speak against a building 
you put up, do I not speak against you? 
If a revival be the work of the Holy 
Ghost, and I speak against that revival, 
do I not speak against the Holy Ghost? 
And whoso speaketh-against the Holy 
Ghost, says the Bible, he shall never be 
forgiven, neither in this woiId nor in the 
world to come. I think sometimes people 
have made a fatal mistake in this direc- 
tion. 


Many of you know the history of Aaron 


Burr. He was one of the most brilliant 
men of his day. I suppose this country 
never produced a stronger intellect. He 
was capable of doing,anything good and 
great for his country or for the churtfh of 
God had he been rightly disposed, but 
his ^ name is associated with treason 
against the United States government, 
which he tried to^ overthrow, and with 
libertinism and immorality. Do you know 
whore Aaron Burr started on the down- 
ward road? It was when he was in col- 
lege, and he became anxious about his 
soul and was about to put himself under 


But I think, after all, the greatest ob- 


stacle to levhals throughout Chustendom 
is ail uucon\eited mmi-stiy. We must be- 
lie\e that the vast majority of those who 
officiate at sacred altaib are regeuoiated, 
but I suppose theie may float into the 
mmistij of all tin' denominations of 
Christians men w ho->e hearts have never 
been changed by grace They arc- all an- 
tagonistic to ic>\ivals.

Chalmers said, he had been m:iny jears 
preaching the gospel bcfoif- his heart had 
been changed, and as many ministers of 
the gn«pel declare they were preaching 
and had been ordained to saued orders 
yeais»and years before their hearts were 
regenerated Gracious God, what a sol- 
emn thought for those of us who minis- 
ter at the altar! With the present minis- 
try in the piesent tetnpetatuie of piPty, 
this land will nevei be enveloped with 
revivals. While the pews on one side 
the altar cry for mercy, the pulpits on 
the other side tbe altar must cry for 
mercy. Ministeis quart eling. Ministers 
tiymg to pull each other down. Ministers 
struggling for ecclesiastical place. Minis- 
teis lethargic with whole congregations 
djmg on then hands. What a spectacle' 


Aroused pulpits will make aroused 


pews. Pulpits aflame -will make pews 
aflame. Evetjbody believes in a revival 
in trade, everybody likes a revival in lit- 
eiature, everybody likes a revival in art. 
yet a great multitude cannot understand 
a revival in matters of leligion Depend 
upon it, wheie you find a man antago- 
nistic to revivals, whether he be in pulpit 
or pew, he needs to be regenerated by 
the grace of God. 


I coald piove to a demonstration that 
without revivals this world will never be 
converted and that in 100 or 200 years 
without revivals Christianity will be 
practically extinct. It is a matter of as- 
tounding arithmetic. In each of our mod- 
ern generations there are at least 32,000,- 
000 children. Now add 32,000,000 to the 
world's population and then have only 
100,000 or 200,000 converted every year 
and how long before the world will be 
saved? Never—absolutely never!

I'll 
sell you 1,000 yards of cloth, but I'll sell 
you 20 yards today and 20 tomorrow 
and 20 the next day, and if it takes me 
six months I'll sell you the whole thou- 
sand yards. 
You will want as long as 


that to examine the goods, and I'll want 
as long as that to examine the credit, and 
besides that 1,000 yards of cloth is too 
much to sell all at once?" No; you do 
not say that. 
You take me into the 


counting room, and in ten minutes the 
whole transaction is consummated. The 
fact is we cannot afford to be fools in 
anjthmg but religion. 


That very merchant who on Saturday 


afternoon sold me the thousand yards of 
cloth at one stroke the next Sabbath in 
chnrch will stroke his beard and wonder 
whether it would not be better for a 
thousand souls to come straggling along 
for ten years instead 'of bolting in at one 
service. 


We talk n good deal about the good 


times that are coming and about the 
world's redemption. 
How long before 


they will come? There ia a man who 
says 500 years.
